One of the outstanding restaurant ex- 
ecutives of the country who, by the way, 
is a member of Aleppo Temple, was asked 
for some advice regarding the manage- 
ment of the Commissary Department of 
Aleppo Temple. 


Says he, ‘“You go over and get Bill Chase 
to take the job. He knows that business 
from the ground up. Everyone has con- 
fidence in him and he will see that those 
serving Aleppo Temple get a square deal 
and that the Nobles get value received for 
their dollar.”’ 


That’s why William H. Chase is your 
Chief Steward. He has given the problem 
of feeding the Nobles at our Ceremonials 
a lot of time, thought and study. He has 
brought together a splendid organization 
and says he is going to keep the cost per 
head under a dollar including food, re- 
freshments, cigars, etc. 


And by the way, here are some of the 
reasons why Ceremonials are rather ex- 


"pensive: 

Rent of Hall $1,000.00 
Raising seats 250.00 
Labor 140.00 
Electricity, gas, sawdust, etc. 60.00 
Ceremonial notice—printing, 

plates, postage, etc. 911.80 
Food, cigars, beverages, labor, 

etc. at $1.00 per head for, say 

an attendance of 5000 $5,000.00 


Now supposing, for instance, we have 
25 candidates at the next meeting. The 
initiation fee is $75.00—gross. From this 
deduct$5.00 which goes into the Permanent 
Fund, $2.00 to the Crippled Children’s 
Hospital, $.50 per capita tax to the Im- 
perial Council and we have a net of $67.50 
or in other words, 25 candidates bring 
into the Temple the munificent sum of 
$1687.50. The Shrine treasury has to stand 
the strain of the balance of the cost. And 
that is just too bad. 


So, of course, we need candidates and 
the lack of them in times like these pre- 
cludes the possibility of having caviar on 
toast, but you may expect a wholesome, 
tasty, substantial repast at the next Cere- 
monial, Thursday, May 4. 


ANALYSIS OF MEMBERSHIP 


According to records submitted by the 
Recorder as of Aprii 1, 1933, membership 
was as follows: 


Life Members 6,688 4 
Regular Members 7,040 | 
Total Membership 14,328 


Of the regular members 3,311 had paid 
their dues for 1933 and of the life members 
5,204 had paid their hospital assessment for 
1933. 

This means that on April 1, 1933, Aleppo 
Temple had only 3,311 paying members 
inasmuch as the income from life members 
is passed directly on to the hospital fund.

Requirements for Admission 


All of the Shriners’ Hospitals for Crippled Children are open to any crippled child 
without regard to race, color or creed, provided the applicant meets with the following 


The child must be under fourteen years of age, of normal mentality, and after an examination by our Chief 
Surgeon there must be a reasonable hope of materially improving the child’s condition. 


Tf the child passes examination for Orthopedic work and suffers from any other curable affliction, it is cared 
for while at the hospital, by members of the medical staff attached to each unit. 


The parents or guardian must be financially unable to pay for the treatment of the child, the financial con- 
dition being vouched for by a Noble and checked up by a financial or credit bureau. 


Applications can be made by parents or guardians through any Shriner, or through the officers of the nearest 
Shrine Temple, or directly to the Chairman of the Governing Board of any hospital, or through any member of the 
Board of Trustees. Application blanks can be secured by addressing the Recorder or any of the hospitals. All appli- 
cations take their turn on the waiting list. No preference is shown.
